Q  Psi 
Phi  was  the  first  black  fraternity 
founded  at  a  black  institution  of 
higher  learning.  Thus,  this  frater- 
nity is  sworn  to  academic  excel- 
lence through  their  diligent  work  in 
academics,  leadership  and  commu- 
nity service.
